Trade  Surplus  Rises  -  The  agricultural 
trade  surplus  jumped  nearly  $700  million 
in  October  to  $2.1  billion,  the  largest 
surplus  since  November  1991,  as  strong 
exports  outpaced  imports  (table  3).  The 
monthly  surplus  was  45  percent  higher 
than  last  October,  and  the  cumulative 
surplus  for  January -October  1 992  totaled 
$14.6  billion,  18  percent  ahead  of  last 
year. 

Exports  Expand  -  Agricultural  exports 
surged  ahead  23  percent  to  $4.2  billion 
on  increased  shipments  of  meat,  dairy 
products,  wheat,  soybeans,  horticultural 
products,  and  unmanufactured  tobacco. 
Meat  exports  exceeded  $300  million  as 
both  beef  and  pork  exports  increased. 
Dairy  exports  reached  a  record  at  nearly 
$100  million  with  strong  butter  exports  to 
the  former  Soviet  Union.  Fruit,  tree  nut, 
and  vegetable  exports  totaled  over  $700 
million,  a  strong  beginning  for  the  period 
of  seasonally  higher  horticultural  exports. 
Tobacco  exports  picked  up  after  a  two- 
month  decline.  Grain  sorghum  exports 
dropped  to  490,000  tons  on  sharply 
lower  shipments  to  Mexico.  Exports  of 
$35.2  billion  for  January-October  1992 
were  13  percent  ahead  of  a  year  ago. 

Wheat  exports  totaled  3.6  million  tons, 
the  second  highest  month  for  1992,  and 
7  percent  ahead  of  the  year-ago  level. 
Exports  gained  on  expanded  shipments 
to  Egypt  (688,000  tons)  and  the  former 
Soviet  Union  (520,000  tons).  Shipments 
to  Pakistan  tripled  to  328,000  tons. 
Japan’s  purchases  were  down  to 
280,000  tons.  Cumulative  wheat  export 
volume  for  1992  totaled  27.7  million  tons, 
1 1  percent  ahead  of  last  year. 

Com  exports  amounted  to  3.5  million 
tons,  10  percent  below  September,  but 
up  slightly  over  last  year.  Shipments 
were  lower  to  Japan  at  1 .1  million  tons, 
and  down  sharply  to  southern  Africa  at 
51 8,000  tons.  Exports  totaled  320,000 
tons  to  the  former  Soviet  Union,  and 
Taiwan’s  purchases  increased  to 
580,000  tons.  January-October  corn 
exports  were  nearly  34  million  tons,  12 
percent  below  the  year-ago  period. 

Soybean  exports  totaled  2.7  million  tons, 
the  largest  month  of  shipments  since 


November  1 987.  The  Netherlands, 
Spain,  and  Germany  were  major  buyers 
in  October  with  shipments  of  nearly  1 .2 
million  tons.  Exports  to  Japan  more  than 
doubled  to  408,000  tons,  and  sales  to 
Taiwan  rose  60  percent  to  nearly 
275,000  tons.  January-October  soybean 
exports  totaled  15.5  million  tons,  21 
percent  higher  than  last  year. 

Cotton  exports  were  slightly  higher  at 
59,000  tons,  led  by  increased  shipments 
of  over  7,000  tons  to  Mexico  and  Japan. 
Shipments  to  Eastern  Europe  were  also 
over  7,000  tons,  the  largest  month  of  the 
year.  Slower  sales  to  Korea  offset  the 
gains.  Cumulative  January-October 
shipments  totaled  1 .2  million  tons,  a  2 
percent  decline  from  a  year  ago. 

Imports  Gain  -  Agricultural  imports 
increased  6  percent  to  $2.1  billion  in 
October.  Beef  imports  rose  to  $152 
million,  but  year-to-date  meat  imports 
were  off  8  percent  from  1 991 .  Increased 
imports  of  grain  products  raised  grains 
and  feeds  to  $154  million,  the  highest  of 
the  year.  Imports  of  horticultural 
products  increased  22  percent  to  over 
$450  million,  on  strong  vegetable  and 
wine  imports.  Imports  of  sugar  products 
dropped  sharply  to  $88  million.  Banana 
and  rubber  imports  advanced,  but  other 
noncompetitive  products  fell.  Imports  for 
January-  October  1 992  totaled  $20.6 
billion,  9  percent  higher  than  last  year.

Forecast  for  FY  1993  -  U.S.  agricul¬ 
tural  exports  in  fiscal  1 993  are  expected 
to  decline  $800  million  to  $41 .5  billion, 
largely  due  to  lower  prices  for  corn  and 
soybeans,  and  reduced  cotton  exports 
(table  4).  Export  value  for  grains  and  * 
products,  oilseeds  and  products,  and 
cotton  is  expected  to  fall  by  $1 .3  billion. 
Horticultural  and  animalproduct  exports 
are  expected  to  increase  $600  million, 
to  a  new  record,  but  grow  at  a  slower 
rate  than  imfiscal  1992.  Imports  are 
expected  to  dip  slightly  to  $24  billion. 
With  exports  falling  more  than  imports, 
the  agricultural  trade  surplus  is 
projected  to  drop  to  $1 7.5  billion.
